1 "Outlaws exiat in China, as in all 
countries. Xeitber treaties, law or relig- 
ion can possible entirely Buppresa crime 
anywhere in the world. Though we 
condemn and punisti criminals, there 
are places =n every country where law- 
lessness abounils, and to BUsh jjlaces in 
Shantung the German missionaries de- 
termined to go, knowing the inbal i- 
tanta themselves were often victims of 
these bandits.

Jan. 3.— A third very 
terrible tragedy was added to the city's 

record of disaBters to-night, by the col- 
lapse of the city hall, causing deaths to 
the number of or 30, with probably 
many more to die from injuries re- 
ceived. 

It was a gathering to listen to succesa- 
ful and unsuccessful nr.unicipal can- 
didates. Tbo hall was old but 

supposed to be sound, though it 
has not been need for dancing lately. 
It ia euppoaed the atamping for the can- 
didates had looeened tbe beams, aud at 
o'clock part of the floor over tbe 
city engineer's ofiSce gave way, 
and a couple of hand red people were 
precipitated into the room below, while 
on theiu fell large beams and, worse 
than all, the raaaaive iron aafeand steam 
coil, which crushed and pinned scores of 
unfortunates. 

At the time of writing the number re- 
ported dead is 29, and it is estimated 
that the number of injured is at least 
150; many of them are hurt fatally. 

The scene iu the hall was indescrib- 
able. People went half mad trying to 
get out. The cry of fife started and the 
police and firemen were quickly on tbe 
spot, and as soon as the horrible aitaa- 
tion was realized tbe aervlcea of both 
were used in carrying the dead and 
wounded to hospitals. J^arge crowds 
gathered in tbe streets, where the con- 
fusion and excitement were terrible, no- 
body knowing who might not be among 
the dead or injured, who werb not all 
secured for two hours.

A I'lIENOSIENAL SllOVVmo. 

It is an old axiom that figures do not 
lie, and in another column we present an 
array of statistics that those who take an 
interest in the Trail Creek division can 
point to with prido. They show that it 
is heninniiig to realize the expectations 
of ita moat aaniruine friends as a pro- 
ducer of the ])recioua metale, iuul that 
ita capacity in this respect is only juat 
bej^iiining to be appreciated and known. 
Tlio showing is marvelous when com- 
pared with the product of the two ])re- 
vioua years. The total, value of the 
metals produced in this diviaion in the 
year that has just passed into history 
was .$3,025,518. Of thia large sum .$'2,- 
544,284 was in gold, $400,234 in copper 
and $75,000 in silver. 

Now let us see bow this output for the 
year 1897 compares with the previous 
year. Before 1895 there is no data ob- 
tainable as to the very snaall, if any, 
production of metals iu thedivision. Ac- 
cording to the most reliable data the 
total product of tlie diviaion in ISUD was 
$902.4o7. In the year JS'JO it was $1,243,- 
300. This, added to the production of 
hS'.IT, $3,02.j,.01S, gives $4,ii71,23.5 as the 
grand total production of the mines of 
Trail division for the three years. It 
will be observed that the increase of 
ISiiO over 1895 was 72 per cent., while 
the increase of 1S1I7 over ISliG was luO 
per cent. It is safe to preeunie with the 
enormous amount of development work 
that has been done and the fact that 
some of the mines could ship more ore 
if it was so desired leads to the inference 
that the increase in the year 1898 will be 
Btill greater than in any of the three 
previous years. 

The total output of ore for the divi- 
sion is $7.3,000 tons, and unfortunately 
there was no record kept of the ton- 
nage of the previous years. Taking the 
ratio of the increase of the production of 
ore, it is almost safe to predict that the 
output during the present year will be 
more than doubled. 

In the matter of a pay roll the most 
reliable information shows that there 
are probably about 750 men employed in 
the mines around Roasland, and thia is 
a bigincreaae over the numberemployed 
in the division at the commencement of 
the year. It ia safe to say that thia num- 
ber will he doubled before tlie end of 

I. '^iJS. Thia we believe will be ao becsuiae 
of the increased intereat that i.s taken

Cajitain 
Dexter, of the ship Homlnln, which ar- 
rived in Sydney recently from New York, 
had a visit from some of the islanders 
when crossing the Southern ocean. On 
the ITith October the ship arrived within 
sight of the idland, and very Boon a large 
boat containing 18 persona was observed 
making for tbe 8bi(i. Go arrival along- 
side the boat was found to contain a 
quantity of provisionB iu the shape of 
sneep, geese, eggs, etc. The suppUeB 
were taken on t)oard, and in exchange 
Captain Dexter gave tiie islanilorB 
bread, tea, coU'ec, sugar, etir. Ca])tivin 
Dexter also supplied tbeni with 
a iiuantity of clothing ami other 
necussnries. .A long stay waa uiade by 
the islanders on tlie IJoiiolulu. Tfiey 
reported that the health of l!u> inhabi- 
tants on the island was good. They liad 
secured two IjuiUb Iroiii the wreck ol the 
stdp lleieiialea, a vessel whicfi was lost 
on one of the islands some months ago, 
whilst en route to Fremantle. Tliey liad 
also picked up a (juantity of wreckage 
from the ill-fated veasel. 

The (iueenaland o.tecutive has decided 
tliat the law shall take its courae in the 
case of Frank Smith, who waa convicted 
of a capital oll'euce near Gympie, 

Benjamin Wherrill, wfao was con- 
demned to death for the murder of bis 
wdfe at Springliill, Brisbane, ie not to be 
executed, the sentence being committed 
to 80 yeara' penal servitude.

Shrapnel 
indisinantly denies he did anything ho 
liad, and fold the court yesterday t.bat 
l-.ti wonld like a jury trial. ConHei)iu'nt- 
ly h ia case goes over to the assi/.t^a, he 
being in the meantiniB admitted to bail 
in the sum of $500. 

Teeter, or Ne Moo Oiuatee, as he is 
called wdien he ia at home, waa charged 
before j\Ir. .luatico Drake with obslrut-t- 
ing tbe police in the i>erformant;eof their 
duty. Teeter is the old Indian who, 
safely ensconced behind a stone barri- 
cade, kept at bay tbe myrmidons of the 
law when they paddled- up Kliskish in- 
let on the West Coast to capture Louis 
and Daisy, suspected of murdering Ne 
Can. Toeter, with three loaded inns- 
kefes, amused himself by taking aighta at 
the officers, wdio did not see the 
fun of it. Teoter said venter- 
day, in explanation, that he had 
not wanted to shoot the wliite 
men, but was keepini; izuurd for fear the 
Indiana in the canoe had been seiit by 
Xe Cay's father to kill Louis and Daisy. 
Teeter seems a survival of the IndiauB of 
tbe old regime when it was (piite tliu 
proper tiling to pop oil' anyone who 
i:anie in one's way. Me was sentenced 
to three months' i mpriaonnient with 
bard labor, and tlie lesson will not be 
lost upon hini. 

John Johnson, who took French leave 
of tbe chain gang laat November but 
wa.8 promptly arrested again, came 
for election before Mr. Justice Drake on 
a charge of attempted escape. He chose 
to be tried at tbe next aBsizes by a jury.

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AN ARRANGEMENT EFFECTED 

Yesterday the Colonist expregged the 
opinion that a public meeting ought to 
be called for tho purpoee of taking 
action in regard to matters relating to 
the trade of the Yukon. Such action 
seemed highly neceBBarj', especially in 
view of the following article printed in 
the Post-Intelligencer of Sunday : 

The PoBt-Intolligencer calls attention 
to the commuuicatiou in another col- 
umn, addrested to the Victoria Colonist, 
relative to duties collected at Skagway 
and Dyea by American customs oflicers 
on Canadian bought outfits. It gives au 
exact view of the situation, and, coming 
from Canadian sources, it is especially 
pertinent. The bonding privilege grant- 
ed by the governmont is of no value, as 
long as the Washington government in- 
sists that each oatflt be accompanied 
through American territory by_ a cus- 
toms oflicer. This ia an expensive un- 
dertaking, and persons who have made 
the error of buying in Victoria find it 
cheaper to pay full duty. The result is 
that tho American duty is imposed on 
Canadian outfits at Dyea and Skagway 
and the full Canadian duty on American 
goods (except 100 pounds) at Lake Tag- 
ish. Inasmuch as the original coat of 
outfits bought in the United States aver- 
ages much lesB than outfits bought in 
Canada, there ia but one thing for Klon- 
dykers to do, and that is to outfit in 
S'eattle. 

We felt that the time had come when 
some decided action should bo taken by 
the people of Canada to assert their 
rights in the premises, and are more 
pleased than we can express to learn 
that such action is not now necessary, 
but that arrangements have been made 
with the Washington government 
whereby Canadian goods in transit may 
be carried under a certificate and no 
charge for an escort will be required 
We congratulate Hon. Mr. Sifton npon 
the result of his negotiations at Wash- 
ington, and the people of the British 
Colambia cities upon the removal of a 
very serious barrier to their trade. 

We wish, however, to draw attention 
to the exquisite meanneea of the course 
which the Post-Intelligencer expected 
its government to take. It believed that 
while an engagement would be made to 
permit the passage of goods in bond, 
auch charges would be imposed lhat it 
wou'd be lietter to pay tho duties. To 
the Seattle paper such a course teemed 
fully worthy ci a f reat nation. Now 
that the contrary has l)een done and tlie 
passes are free to Canadiaua and United 
States citizens alike upon precisely simi- 
lar conditions, that is duty must be paid 
only on United States goods, tho effect 
of the contention made on be- 
half of Seattle will be the re- 
verse of v.'hat vas intended. A 
community that would resort to such 
a means of securing trade mast have a 
very poor case indeed. The policy of 
Victoria merchants is to make the news 
of the arrangements as widely known as 
))Oseiblo in onler to counteract the rep- 
icsentationt! tliat have bueii made :ia to 
the cost of |.;t'ltint,' goods across the strip 
at tlio liead of Lynn Canal in possession 
of the United States. 

There are now no obstacles in the way 
of British Columbia merchants pressing 
for tho ou'.lilliiig trade with all the en- 
ergy they poseuHB. Tho Kloudyke ia in 
Caiiaila and (^dnudiin merchants can 
iia liiibiiiuEh if they more after it in a 
buainesB-like way. 

It is a source of pleasure to be 
able to recognize a friendly and ac- 
commodating spirit on the i)art of the 
Washington authorities in this matter. 
It is in striking uontraBt to what the 
Coast newspapers demanded, 

rilE POLITICAL OUFLOOK. 

From a general review of the political 
situation throughout the province we 
feel satisfied that not only has opposi- 
tion sentiment made no ])rogro3S during 
the past year, but tliat in most localilica 
the government's position is stronger 
than it was a year ago. We are not un- 
mindful of tho didiculties attending tlie 
conduct of provincial all'airs in a manner 
calculated to retain popularity. We do 
not lose sight of the fact that in British 
Columbia there is a numerous new ele- 
ment composed of men who naturally 
have little ]>oliticiil symiiatliy withthoao 
who have been on the ground before 
them. Tha latter observation applies aa 
well to tho opposition as to the govern- 
ment, but it is an element in the polit- 
ical situation that must be taken into 
account. Wu think it can be fairly 
claimed that, as tho now element ia be- 
coming more familiar with political con- 
ditions hero, it ia learning to regard the 
preaont iirovincinl government with 
greater favor. There hardly ever was 
anything juat like tho campaign waged 



by the local opposition eighteen months 
ago. It was made up for the most part 
of the bitterest persopalities, and backed 
up by assertions of personal dialionesty 
that would have pictured an appalling 
state of things, if they had been true. 
When certain Dominion ministers via- 
ited the province in JS'JG they were sur- 
rounded by a cliiiue of professed friends 
w ho devoted what part of the time, they 
could spare from urging their claims to 
patronage, to the villification of Hon. Mr. 
Turner and his colleagues. It is no 
breach of confidence to aay that those 
ministers were soriougly disturbed by 
the representations made to them ; nor 
do we make public what was in- 
tended simply for private com- 
munication, when we say that the 
members of tho Dominion cabinet have 
since then come to entertain a very dif- 
ferent opinion on the subject. Our pro- 
vincial government stands well at Ot- 
tawa, now lhat tho niiniatera there have 
learned the true character of our provin- 
cial ministers and have been brought 
into touch with their general policy. 
Tlie same thing ia true of the new 
element above spoken of. The villific;i- 
tions of the opposition have reacted. 

Ttirougiiout the farming ilistricla there 
is a growing feeling that tho Hon. Mr. 
Turner and his associates have the wel- 
fare of the agricultural interests at heart, 
and will do their utmost to advance 
them. For onr own part, we are strongly 
impreasfti with this view, and know 
from the personal aseurauces of the 
Premier how atrongly iuipreaeed lie ia 
with tho necessity of diecoverini! every 
practicable means of promoting farming, 
and how high a place be accords it 
among British Columbia induBtriee 
There is no doubt as to the important 
part farmini: is to play in thia province 
The mining regions must be fed, and it 
wi'l tax British Columbia to the utmost 
to supply the neceesary food. The object 
of the government ought to be, and we 
know that under the Hon. Mr. Turner it 
will be, to make a study of how best the 
farmers can be aesiated to reach the 
thouaanda of consumers who willehortly 
begin to find their way into the province 
and the Northwest. The Colonist has, 
aa its readers well know, made a 
specialty of agitation for theintereats ol 
British Columbia agriculture, and on 
many occasions Mr. Turner has expresaed 
ilia hearty approval of its course in this 
respect, and his own desire to co-operate 
with it along those lines. 

From the standpoint of provincial de- 
velopment generally, it can be fairly 
churned that the government haa gained 
ground daring the past year. It haa 
met the retjuirements of tlie several lo- 
calities promptly and well, so far as 
the funds at its disposal would permit. 
It ia not the fault of the government 
that the whole southern portion of the 
province is not now feeling the impniee 
of railway corstruction. The aid granted 
by the general subsidy bill was ample to 
aecure the constrnction of the much- 
needed line through tho Boundary 
country, and only the unfortunate rival- 
ry between two companies desirous of 
building the line prevented work from 
being begun. The Cassiar railway plan 
has been wholly successful and work 
will soon be under way. 

The adminiatration of the mining de- 
[lartment has been in the highest degree 
aatisfactory. H there has been any 
causes for comjilaint, they liavu liceii 
kept singularly secret, and the ])ublic 
needa hardly to be told that the opposi- 
tion press would not feel under any ob- 
ligation to secrecy upon such a point. 
Indeed, it would have been their duty to 
have made any grievances on this score 
as widely known aa posaiblo, so tliat the 
demand for their rectification might 
have been general, We say that the 
liighly satisfactory manner in which the 
important department has been admin- 
istered has been calculated to make 
friends for the government in all parts 
of the jirovince, and, what is more, has 
done ao. 

Naturally the department of public 
works is one lhat coniea very closely 
borne to the people. Its ramificalione 
reach every section of the province. It 
baa to deal with matters upon which 
every one feela confident to form an 
oj)inion for iiiniaelf. Vet the year has 
passed and not a single apcciiic expres- 
sion of disapproval has been heard, ex- 
cept one that was investigated by the 
legislature at tho last session and pro- 
nounced groundless. We say tliat the 
manner in which the great speiuling de- 
partment of the government has beorj 
ailmiaidtered, the entire absence of acan- 
dals and tho general Eatisfaction given 
in all parts of the province forna the best 
possible answer to the charges of extrav- 
agance, incompetency and even worse 
that have been spread broadcast over 
tliu country, and we claim that lliia 
record l^aa already bad and will continue to 
have tho effect of making friends lor the 
government. 

We speak of the legal department of 
the government and the management of 
the finances only because we do not wish 
to be regarded aa avoiding them. We 
simply invito tho keenest criticism ol 
Iheee departments, against which there 
haa not been brought during the year n 
single charge. 

The people at large are beginning to 
appreciate the facta as aboyesetout, ancl 
the consequence is that in every part of 
the j)rovluco there is a growing feeling 
of kindlineaa towards and confidence in 
the administration, which aentiinenta 
will at tho next election find exproeaion 
in a triumphant vindication of t!io 
goverument'e general policy and conduct. 



A COAL TAX. 

A part of the plan of the local opposi- 
tion IB to impose a tax on coal. They 
have an idea, or profess to have, that in 
thia way they can compel " tho coal 
barons" to contribute something to- 
wards the revenue in addition to what 
they now pay. ,So they can. There is a 
largo quantity of coal used in British 
Columbia and if a sum, however small, 
could bo collected upon each ton it would 
amount to something very handsome. 
That is what the Nova Scotia govern- 
ment thought, and the way it worked 
out ia illuatrated by thefollowing extract 
from Weatminster, a religious periodical 
printed in Toronto: 

Nova Scotia gets a royalty of 12>^ cents 
on every ton of coal mined by the ayndi- 
cate referred to. Thia is a very valuable 
contribution to our provincial revenue. 
Other coal compimiea |)av 10 centa roy- 
alty per ton. It was the oiler of '2'^ 
cents additional royally that tempted 
tho legislature to eurreiider to the aviidi- 
cato. But, mark thia, no sooner did llie 
syndicate gel poeeeaBion of our coal lields 
tlian tho price of every grade of coal waa 
increased double the royalty paid to the 
treasury. It is the consumer, not the 
syndicate that pays. 

Aa it worked in Nova Scotia, so it 
would work in liritieh Columl)ia. The 
constimer, not the coal baron, would pay 
the tax. 



Tin: Toronto Glooe devotee upwards 
of a column of ita editorial space to tho 
advocacy of the route from Fdmonton to 
the Yukon. In this the t^lobe is living 
up to its recent record, which seems to 
be to oppose everything that is in the 
interest of British Columbia, even if in 
so doing it puts itself in the position of 
wrongly advising tlioao who look to it for 
counsel. If nothing will suit tho Olobe 
but that people shall travel over a thou- 
sand miles or moro of land to get to the 
Yukon, when they can reach the same 
point in a shorter and far easier way by 
the Coast routes, why not advocate the 
Kamloopa route? It is infinitely better 
than that from Edmonton.

dj'ke Miners. 



Tlifi Uomiiiioii Govpnnuent Peti- 
tioiiPd Not to Add to the ilue:e 
DilHcaUles Now Existing. 



Ag a resultof the largest mass meeting 
ever held oa the upper Yukon, a com- 
mittee of teu leading res.Jents of Daw- 
son has been chosen — as previously an- 
nounced in the Coi.o.vist— for the pur- 
poEc of proceeding to Ottawa and there 
urging modiflcationa in the mining regn- 
lationB. This deputation vfill carry with 
them to the Cauadiau cajiitnl the follow- 
ing petition : 

Dawson Citv, N.W.T., 

November L'.'i, l.SilT. 
To ITh E.rri-lhnfij the. Gofcrnoi-Gcncral 
in Viiitnril: 

Whereaa the government has b( 
amended the mining rejtuiatiouB gov 
erniiig the placers of the Yukon district 
ol the Northwest territories that a heavy 
royalty is imposed, based on tne gross 
output of the gold fields, and that 
"creek" and "river" claims are lim- 
ited in length to 100 feet each, rather 
than 500 leet as heretofore, and tinu 
every alternate claim ia reeerved from 
locution ; now 

Tlieruloro, we, the underbigned miners 
of tilt) Yakon district, do respectfully 
petition as follows : 

Believing that the government has 
heeil miainforined aa to the Y'ukon 
placers, and having profound faith in 
the justice of the representBtives of the 
crown and people, wo represent as true 
these propositions ; 

First — Grossly exaggerated reports 
have been published in the newspapers 
of both the Dominion and the United 
States concerning the wealth of the 
Klondyke aud other leading divisions of 
the Yukon district. The men of tliis 
district, who have gone henco to the 
centren of population in tliis country and 
the United .States arc ([iioted by tho 
jireBB aa autboritiea for aBeertions either 
wholly false or grievoualy luisleading. 
The inipreseiou has been given, apjiar- 
ently, that enonnoiiBly rich claims are 
the rulfc3, and that gold may bo mined 
with ])rofit even now alinoat anywhere 
in the region about tlie vilhiga of Daw- 
son. That impreseion is not justified. 

Second — Of tho ;;,000 claims thus far 
recorded in thiB diBtrict not more than 
two-score have been demonstrated to be 
remarkably rich. The others are either 
moderately rich, ruling conditions con- 
sidered, or practically unknown quanti- 
ties— most of them the latter. The indi- 
cations are favorable lor fair profit from 
a considerable percentage of tneee others 
if no royalty be impoeeti. But there is 
no cerlainty that a eubslantial number 
of the claims would be prolitablo if heav- 
ily taxed. Indeed, it is prolnible that 
innnyol Iheiu would not be worth work- 
ing iit all. 

Third — The wa^c I'.ites are high and 
supplies are coally. Ordinary unskilled 
labor commands .$1 to .'f 1.50 an hour; 
tluur coetB to ^2r> a hundred weiglit; 
bacon coets .50 centa to ifl.FiO a pound; 
freeli beef costs SO cents to. iil nOa pound ; 
aood grade blankets cost .i^lio apiece, and 
other BUi)plieB are proiiortionately ox- 
penBiVB. it is ilillicuit, and at times ini- 
noesible, to buy Bupplies at all, and 
along the Yukon famine conditions 
threaten every winter, and flhortage ie 
the rule. These conditions are, of 
course, temporary; but so great are the 
didicullieB wilh which men are beeet 
who cope with this deaolate region that 
it is unreasonable to expect any aub- 
atantial raodifications aa to wages or 
siipDlii'E until claiiii-holderB have gone 
far towaiil leaving the proved stream 
valleys a iiKiBa of worthlees tuilingH. In 
coneeinieiice of the costlintes of labor 
aril supplies, not many of the mines in 
this district, evuii in tlie valleys of the 
Honanza and its tributaricfl, yield much 
beyoiiil ex penees at present, and many 
that have been well prospected are not 
rich enough lo justify the claiin-holderB 
to employ miners to assist in working 
them. In many cases, accordingly, a 
rovalty ol 1 1) to 21) por cent, of the out- 
put would be a medium of contiscation. 

Fourth — Mining is seriously hindered 
and its costlineeB materially increased 
by severe climatic conditions. F'rom 
very near the earth's surface to the 
greateat depth yet reached, everything ie 
frozen tbrotij;hoiit the year, tho temper- 
ature from early ( ictober to ,Iune rang- 
ing bi'tween tho fri'ezing iioiot and stn'- 
oiily ciegroeB lielmv zero. During this 
cold Bcaaon drift mining ia carrit-id on, 
ami it is necessary lo thaw the frozen 
L'rouiiil by inentiH of banked Ii res be fori? 
the pink and shovel can be used ; and be- 
fore sliiicirig can be (lono in the spring 
irriivel mined in the winter must be 
thawed by the Biin'Hheal. From June to 
Octobur, when open pits may bo worked, 
the sun must be given time lo thaw ex- 
posed gravel, and frequently fires must 
ho brought to bear to uufetter ice-bound 
masses. 

Fifth— There are no roads in all this 
diBtrict, nor are there, so far as we 

know, any steps in progreEB to eBtoblish 
iiieanH of traii8|)ort. Neyer were men 
more handicapiied in moving to and 
from mines than are we of the Yukon. 
During the cold eeason we aro i bliged to 
pay 10 to lo cents a iiouini for iraiisjiort- , 
ing fitippliefi a (lietaiice of Iif lien iiiiles;! 



" river " claims to 100 feet in length ia 
to discourage prospecting, and to re- 
serve every alternate claim from loca- 
tion must have a similar ell'ect and aleo 
dipenurago the investment of capital for 
dbvelopmetit of the mineral resources of 
this district, and this because: ' 

" (u) The pay streak is so narrow on 
some claims in which we have familiar- 
ity, so deeply hurled • under frozen peat 
in nearly all, and so broken in moat, 
that the average hundred-foot claim 
would not justify the expenditure of 
energy and money required to gain and 
work it under the conditions peculiar to 
thia latitude and these times of costly 
food, high wage rates and absence of 
machinery, even wore the government to 
desist as to heavy royalty. 

"(b) The fall of the water wherewith 
sluicing must bo dono is so slight that it 
ia not adequiilc for tho proper working 
ot a claim 500 feet iu length, and it is 
not tincoiniuon for a claim-holder to lie 
obliged to obtain from liia neighliora cnii- 
cessions as to water rights. UouBidering 
the cemented state of the pay dirt, it is 
a contradiction of elementary principles 
of mining to limit claiinB to 100 feet. 

"(i;) Should the government fail to co- 
oporate with the ulainiholder the latter, 
having only 100 feet, and that between 
government claims, would be an afllic- 
tion in that miner-liko provision could 
not be made for the most prolitablo 
working of the central claim. For ex- 
ample, datna could not be made effective 
without trespassing on the government 
claims by the backing of water, nor could 
suliicient lengths of sluice boxes be laid. 
Miners, moreover, could not co-operate 
for the joint working of cousecutivo 
clainiB, aa at jiresent. 

"(d) Should the government, on tha 
other hand, sell at auction the claims 
bounding the chiiin located it might well 
bo that a miner w hose prospecting had 
given market value to these adjoining 
claims would be crowded by capital ; for, 
whereas, with every claim ojien to entry 
at nominal charge the euccesBtul pros- 
Iiector has an equal clianco of avoiding 
the dangera thai hang about favoritism 
to capital, for human affairs aro so con- 
stituted that despite the will of the gov- 
ernment, capital mubt have an advan- 
tage over the average prospector in any 
competition for the purchase of leases 
where the government designs to make 
tho sales yield substantial revenue." 

Xow, finally, we came into this wil- 
derness, led on by fair laws and prom- 
ising Btreama, valleys and mountains of 
these far-reaching territories, and we 
have made for ourselves the huts we 
dwell in, the trails we traverse, and the 
rude implements where'.vith we toil. 
Shall the government reach outunkindly 
and vary in essence the laws that cheered 
ue hither ; take from ua an unreasonable 
portion of that for which we have suf- 
fered, and iuiiiose on the men who are 
toiling as proapectora in a land of eternal 
ice, conditions ungenerous and perhaps 
prohibitive'.* 

We have endeavored to the best of our 
ability to set before your Excellency the 
conditions eurrotindiug us, and to dispel 
the falae ihijiresslQu that appears to pre- 
vail in Canada aa to the universal rich- 
neea of this district — an impression 
founded on the success of the few with.- 
out regard to the failure of the many.

The decision of the Ne v Zealand cabi- 
net with respect to the San Francisco 
and Canadian mail aervice is received 
with general satisfaction in the colony, 
and also at Suva, where the Timea con- 
grattilntes the New Zealand cabinet up- 
on having made an excellent arrange 
ment. It will be noted that it Ib pro- 
■vided the Victoria and Vancouver eer 
vice shall in future be a four-weekly one 
in place of a calendar monthly one, and 
that the contract, which is of a tempor- 
ary and provieional character, is to ex- 
tend to the end of March, 18!l'.(, when it 
may safely be .predicted a more enduring 
engagement will be entered into for a 
continuation of the service. The follow- 
ing is the text of the mail service resolU" 
tione as adopted by the New Zealand 
parliament : 

KiN FltANCISC'O JIAIL XKIIVICE. 

1. Thatthia houBe authorizes the gov- 
ernment to extend the San Francisco 
mail service for twelve months from the 
3lBt March, 1898. 

'2. That the basis of payment for tlio 
conveyance of raaile from New Zealand 
to San Francisco Bhall be at the rate of 
lOs. .'id. per pound for letters, Is. per 
pound for booke, packets, etc., and Od. 
per pound for newepapers, with a guar- 
antee minimum payment of £7,500. 

That the port of call in the colony 
shall be Auckland. 

4. That the time between San Fran- 
cisco and Auckland shall not exceed 19 
days. 

5. That no bonuB shall be paid for 
early arrival, and penalties atthe rate of 
£4 an hour to be enforced only when 
late delivery exceeds 48 hoars. 

C- That a't least one New Zealand- 
owned steamer shall be employed in the 
service. 

7. That all payments or contributions 
from Great Britain or other countries 
shall be receivable by the contractors. 

8. That the passenger rates and rates 
for freiglit shall bo aa lixed and em- 
bodied in the contract. 

<J. That the proviBiona ol the existing 
agreement, where not at variance witli 
these eonditionfl, shall apply to any new 
contract made under this authority. 

V.^NCOaVER MAIL SERVICE. 

1. That this house also empowers the 
government to eatablisb a four-weekly 
mail service between New Zealand and 
Vancouver, British Columbia, by way 
Fiji and Honolulu, from the Ist Decem- 
ber, 18'.)7, to the 3lBt March, 1899. 

13. Payment tor the conveyance of 
mails from Now Zealand to Vancouver 
to be at the rate of 10a. 5d. per pound 



for letters ; Is. per pound for books, pack- 
ets, etc., and 6d. per pound for news- 
papers, with a guaranteed minimum 
payment at the rate of £7,500 perannum. 

3. That the port of call in New Zealand 
shall be Wellington. 

4. Tbo steamers to be employed to be 
of not lees than 3,S00 gross regiatered 
tonnage, and the time between Welling- 
ton and Vancouver not to exceed 21 

dflVB. 

5. No bonus to be paid for early' arri- 
val; a penalty at the rate of £4 per hour 
to be enforced when the late delivery of 
the mails exceeds 48 hours. 

6. All payments or contributiona from 
other countries to be receivable by the 
contractors. 

9. The paSBenger accommodation to 
bo of the beat description, and suitable 
for the voyage through tropical latitudes. 

S. The contractors to convey all mails 
tendered at Wellington and Vancouver 
by or on behalf of the postmaster gen- 
eral, and to provide sufficient and secure 
accommodation for the same. 

9. The contractors also to provide suit- 
able accommodations and lighting, for 
the purpose of sorting maila on board the 
contract vessels, first-class accommoda- 
tion aB required to be provided for mail 
agent and assietant, without charge. 

10. The rates for passengers and cargo 
to bo mutually agreed upon and emhod- 
ied in the contract, the terms of which, 
where not inapplicable, to be similar to 
those set out in the provisional agree- 
ment entered into between the lion. J. 
G. Ward and Mr. James Huddart at 
London on the 10th April, 1895. 

It will be observed that the govern- 
ment is authorized only to extend the 
San Francisco oorvico for a twelvemonth 
from Alarcb next, but perhaps some ex- 
planation on this point may be made by 
the premier when he moves the rssolu- 
tiona. 

The terms proposed for the renewal of 
the San Francisco service are not of a 
very liberal character. In the last fin- 
ancial statement it was said that the 
colony ia at present paying lis. per 
pound for letters, the total amount paid 
being about £7,C00 per year. It ia now 
proposed to pay 10a. 5d. per pound, with 
a guaranteed minimum of £7,500. The 
time between San Francisco and Auck- 
land ia twenty days. It is now to be 
nineteen. The distance from Auckland 
to San Francieeo is 5,897 miles; from 
Wellington to Vancouver, via Fiji, ia 
6,.'j55 miles. 

In commenting upon the above ar- 
rangement the Sydney Telegraph says : 

" The Auckland people are greatly in- 
censed at the endeavors of Wellincton to 
transfer the port of call of the 'Frisco 
mail steamers from Auckland to Wel- 
lington. The chamber of commerce, the 
harbor board, the city council and the 
trade and labor organizations have alike 
passed resoUitions on the subject, and 
agreed to take united action. Pressure 
is alao being brought to bear upon the 
Auckland representativea in the house 
of representatives to take the queation 
out of the region of party politics, so as 
to enable them to give a solid vote on 
the question when it comes up for con- 
sideration. The harbor board is especi- 
ally active in the matter, and is prepared 
to make further concessions and to grant 
additional facilities to the various col- 
onial and foreign steam companies in 
order to retain and increaae the trade of 
Auckland. The board is prepared to 



give the uae of the Calliope dock to Eng- 
lish and foreign steam lines on the same 
terms as are granted to the men-of-war 
on the Australian station. The chair- 
roan of the harbor board has gone to 
Wellington in order to promote the 
schemes ho has in hand for making 
Auckland more attractive than ever aa a 
port of call."
